The hunger strike carried on by 
thirteen of the women prisoners was 
broken last night when doctors at the 
institution told them, they said, that 
they would not be allowed to appear in 
court unless they took some nourish- 
ment. They appeared in a very weak- 
ened condition today. Mrs. Burns and 
Mrs. Lewis have been undergoing 
forcible feeding since early in the 
wrek. 

The charge of illegal conviction was 
not argued today, going over by agreé- 
ment of counsel because a similar 
charge ts pending in the District of 
Columbia court of appeals. 

Today's session was taken up with 
the hearing of the charge of illegal 
transfer from the district jail to Occo- 
quan. Dudley Field Malone, of New 
York, and Matthews O’Brien, of Wash-| 
ington, counsel for the women, argued 
that the militants were sentenced to 
the district jail and must serve out 
their time there.

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Emmett R. Shaw Discusses 
Certain Features of His 
Candidacy for U. S. Senate 


To the Public: I notice the Sono wrr 
short article in The Macon Telegrap 
of November 21: ; 

“Tt is being talked in state political 


circles here the past few days that the 
democratic national committee is tak- 
ing a particular interest in the Georgia 
senatorial situation, and that some of 
the influential party’ leaders of the 
state have heard and are now hearing 
from the national party leaders that 
the impending situation in Georgia 
ought to be clarified to the extent of 
eliminating someone from the coming 


race. A few weeks ago one of the offi- 
eers of the national committee was in 
Georgia op a ‘feeling-out’ tour, when 
he talked to some of the ‘big people’ 
about the situation in general. Com- 
paratively little was said at that time 
about the senatorial fight, but subse- 
quently there has been an evident in- 
terest on the part of the office ‘up yon- 
der,’ and some letter-writing has been 
going on. Report here today. has it 
that the national officials of the party 
have made the suggestion bordering on 
to a request that the issue in this state 
be so clearly defined that it be fought 
out between two, and not more than 
two, and that those who have influence 
see to it that there are only two men 
in the race.” ‘ 

In regard to the above article, I want 
to say that I was in this race first, and 
that if they want to get their little 
men out, it is perfectly all right with 
me; but I also want to say to.the peo- 
ple of Georgia that, so far as Emmett 
Shaw is concerned, that if he is living, 
he will be in the race for the junior! 
senatorship of Georgia. The people “up 
yonder” have been trying to have a 
little bit.too much to do with Georgia’s 
affairs in the last few years, anyhow.

Kaiser, But\Is Dented 
American Citzenshp 


Augusta, Ga., November 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Despite the fact that he ex- 
pressed a willingness® to fight the 
kaiser, if called upon to do so, the ap- 
plication of Hugo A. Lindewirth, native 
German, for citizenship papers was de- 
nied by Judge Emory Speer in the 
United States court here yesterday. 

Lindewirth testified that he had been 
a resident of Augusta since 1912, being 
engaged in e cotton business. He 
said that he paid a _.visit to relatives 
in Germany in 1913, returning to Au- 
gusta on August 2, 1914, the day Eng- 
land declared war. He registered with 
the German consul for service in the 
army of his mother country, according 
to. his testimony. 

Judge Speer asked Lindewirth if, by 
any/laws of this country he should be 
called to the colors, would he cheer- 
fully fight the kaiser. He replied in 
the affirmative. His associates on cot- 
ton row testified that Lindewirth’'s 
heart had been with Germany prior to 
the declaration of war by the United 
States, but that since that time he 
had been loyal to this country.

1913, his application was denied.

It was stated in a brief cablegram from 
Salvador that the movement to form a sub- 
stantial federation of Central American 
states was well under way; that the Presi- 
dent of Honduras had originated the plan 
of uniting; that all of the other four re- 
publics—Salvador, Costa Rica, Guatemala 
and Nicaragua—had signified their willing- 
ness to attend a conference looking to this 
union, and that demonstrations of delight 
had attended the favorable responses to 
the proposition. | 

Had such news come to the American 
newspapers four years ago, when all the 
nations of the earth were at peace anc 
“@rinking delight in a fool's paradise” st 
The Hague, the headline writer’s. hand 
gould not have itched from idleness. Had it 
beea intimated to us of the United States 


that a new republic was forming close to 
our Panama Canal, with a total population 
just 2,000,000 ‘short of Canada’s, with a 
seacoast of a thousand miles on the At- 
lantic and a thousand miles on the Pacific, 
and with a standing rrmy of more than 
800,000, at least we would have looked at 
one another and remarked, “Important, if 
true.” 

The truth of the matter is that, should 
the movement now well under way in Cen- 
tral America prove successful (and there 
now seems litfle doubt of it), a republic 
will be formed between the United States 
and the Panama Canal more than one-third 
as large as Mexico. It will be a political 


union of states which, with the power of 


making treaties with all the first-class na- 
tions of the earth, might one of these days 
come to figure in a significant way in the 
affairs of all the Americas. 

For nearly a hundred years these tiny 
republics of the Caribbean quarter have 
not been getting along well together.

And. who knows but the war may have 
to be decided by those who are now but chil- 
dren. Experts there are.in plenty who main- 
tain that this conflict may last ten ‘years

be in that day? How can her men whose 
childhood was malnourished contest with men 
whose boyhood was fed with turkey and with 
strenuous play? 

Barbarous discipline has decreed that the 
German children ate too much. Autocracy 
decided that as a last resort the vitality of 
these “little cattle” must be conserved 
much as possible by keeping them from get- 
ting hungry. So, long before sunset, they are 
hustled off to bed and kept there until nearly 
noon of the next day. They are forbidden to 
cry, for crying makes a child hungry. They 
are en to run and _— in the imme- 


creates a keen appetite. They are kept out 
of the sun, because the sun puts new energy 
in their little bodies, and this new energy 
craves the food needed by the rapers of Bel- 
gium, the “gas” and fire wielders of the Hin- 
denburg line. , 

No. one but Wilhelm Hohenzollern is-to 
blame for this pathétic condition of German 
children. It is his war; it is his plan. He 
shotild have thought of the children before he 
slapped the world’s face. By giving up his 
mad dream he can stop the starving of his 
children any time that he wants. By getting 
out and from under, by; restoring what he 
ruined, by giving his miSerable people the 
reius--af- government and allowing them to 


promise such a thing can never happen again 
he can give the children turkey. He has vio- 
lated humanity, justice, and right now he is 
violating science. 

Dr. Mary S. Rose, a noted authority on 
nutrition, says that babies cannot be kept in 
their cradles if théy are to grow up properly. 
Exercise is fundamental, and little children 
obtain it by flourishing their feet in the air, 
by thrashing the quilts with their soft fists 
and- by crying vociferously.
